163 different job training / employment programs;

* 64 welfare programs;

e 500 urban aid programs; and

* 342 economic development programs in 13 different agencies.

The RSC Budget calls for the sunset of federal programs so that
Congress 1s forced to review these programs and eliminate or
consolidate where appropriate.
